33,000 WOMEN OFFER 
- SPE CIAL WAR SERVICE 


Woald Work in n British Arma- 
ment and Clothing Factories 
and on the Farms. 


LONDON, © April. 13. — Thiirty-three 
thousand women had registered them- 
selves for special. war service up to the 
end of March. This statement was nade 
tonight by Walter Runciman, .Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, to a deputa- 
tion representing the various women’s 
societies in London. 

Six ‘thousand of the women, Mr. Runci- 
man said, had declared themselves will- 
ing to work in armament factories, 4,000 
in clothing factories, 1,700 in daigy work, 
5300- as gardeners, 2,000 ‘in various’

GERMANY DEFENDS 
SINKING OF FALABA 


Not 10 But 23 Minutes Given to 
Enter Boats, Says .a Semi- 
Official Statement. 


BERLIN, ‘April 18, (via Amsterdam to 
London, April 14.)—A semi-official ac- 
count of the sinking of the British 
steamer Falaba by,a German submarine 
on March 28 was made public here today. 


‘On receiving the ‘signal ‘Stop, or I 
fire,” the Falaba steanied off and sent 
up. rocket signals to summon. help, and 
was only brought: to a standstill after 
a chase of a quarter of an hour. 

“ Despite the danger of an attack from. 
the steamér or ‘from other vessels hur- 
trying up, the submarine did not imme- 
diately fire, but signaled that the steam- 
er. Must be abandoned within ten min- 
utes.» The men of the Falaba’ quickly 
entered the boats, although the-launch- 
ing took place in an unseamanlike man- 
ner. They failed to give assistance, 
which was possible, to passengers strug- 
gling in the water. 

“ From the time of. the order_to leave 
the. ship until the torpedo was dis- 
charged not ten but.twenty-three min- 
utes elapsed, prior to which occurred 
the chase of the steamer, during which 
period time might have: been used to’ 
get the boats ready. 

“The torpedo was fired only -when 
the approach of suspicious looking ves- 
sels, from which an attack was to be 
expected, compelled the commander: of 
the submarine to take quick action. 
When the torpedo was discharged no- 
body was seen on board the ship except 
the Captain, who bravely stuck to his 
post.

HALIFAX,: April 13.—Help for the 
passengers of the British steamer Fala- 
ba, more than 100 of whom lost their 
lives after the vessel was torpedoed in

BANKERS SLOW TO SPEAK. 


Don’t Want to Mix in Controversy 
—Criticise Treasury Anonymously. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADBLPHIA, April 13.—The ears 
of John Skelton Williams, Controller of 
the Currency, should have burned today 
because of the comments passed by 
Philadelphia bankers on the clash. be- 
tween the Treasury Department and the 
Riggs. National Bank of Washington. 
Bankers here in nearly all cases took 
the side of the Riggs National in the 
controversy, but they were careful not 
to allow themselves to be quoted. They 
said a-plenty, but they wanted it re- 
ported anonymously. 

“ T have no desire to get my fingers in 
the* buzzsaw,” the President of one 
bank said: ‘‘I am glad the Riggs Na- 
tional has called a halt on unnecessary 
inquisitions into banks’ private records. 
I hope this action may bring the present 
Administration to its senses on the mat- 
ter of bank regulation. But don’t say I 
said it. It could be made too unpleasant 
for -ouf bank, and I am not hunting 
trouble.” 

This ‘was typical of the attitude of 
othér bankers seen. It has been an open 
secret for a long time ’that bankers re-

Assembly tndorses Measure in Face 
of Likely Veto. 
Special to The New York Times: 
ALBANY; April 13.—In the face of 
a probable ‘veto. by Mayor. Mitchel, the 
Assembly today passed the Lockwood- 
Elienbogen bill putting. building inspec- 


+ tion in New York .City in charge of 


bureaus to be established in each. bor- 
ough. ‘The measure: now, goes to the 
Mayor. 

Assemblyman Mequistion of Kings pro- 
posed an amendment. which would leave 
the :Tenement-House. Department _undis- 
turbed. He said this would win the 
signature of the.

There is in New "York City needless 
and burdensome duplication of building 
inspection, -but it, is: useless tO pass a 
measure that is sure to receive the veto 
of the Mayor,’’ Mr,  McQuistion said, 
“ By amending this bill to mort his ap- 
proves it can at least be made effective 
to that extent. In addition to that argu- 
ment, every civic and philanthropic or- 
ganization in the city is ‘pleading for the 
retention sof the Tenement House De- 
partment."’ 

Representatives of large real estate 
interests have made a hard fight ‘for 
the bill. There is practically no chance 
for the measure to become a law this 
year. Its advocates have enough votes 
to pass it over the Mdyor’s veto,-but as 
the Mayor has two weeks to act on the 
bill, ‘and as it will not go to him for 
several days, he can kill it by taking 
the time limit. He has said he will not 
sign it in its present form: 

As passed the measure provides for a 
Bureau of Buildings in each of the five 
boroughs under a head to be appointed 
by the Bor egugn President. These bu- 
reaus would’ have all building inspec- 
tion powers. he Borough Superin- 
tendents of Buildings would constitute 
a Board of Standards, with the power 
to make rules and regulations. 


HEALTH BILLS CRITICISED. 


Dr. Jacobi Says Present Law Doesn't 
Need Hinman Amendments. 


Homer Folks, Secretary of the State 
Charities Aid Association, gave out yes- 
terday a statément from Dr. Abraham 
Jacobi in opposition to the Hinman Pub- 
lic Health bills now before the Legis- 
lature at Albany. 7 

‘* The present public health law is just 


beginning to develop its possibilities for 
good, but our American restlessness will 


not afford it the time to show proper 
results,’’.said Dr. Jacobi. He expressed 
resentment against a provision requiring 


that the Public Health Commissioner de- 
vote his whole time to the duties of his 
office. He said the Commissioner’ of 
Health ought to. be free to spend the 
hours remaining after eight hours. of 
duty for the State in seeing patients or in 
any manner he might choose. He op- 
posed the bill diminishing the number of 
sanitary districts from twenty to ten, 
with the ae that each sanitary 
superintendent devote his whole time 
to his work at an a — salary of $2,500. 

‘‘T am quite sure that no honorable 
and well-informed medical gentleman 
will do this,’’ said Dr. Jacobi, ‘‘ although 
you may find a man willing to do this 
who is a hack, but not a physician whom 
the people would respect any by whom 
they would wish to be guided.’’ 

**T suggest,”’ said Dr. Jacobi in con- 
clusion, ‘‘ that Leader Hffiman try. to 
sing and see if he can. sing like Sem- 
brich. He is as likely to succeed as to 
serve well the Health Department with 
his present equipment of, knowledge as

BIG GOLF PROJECT. 


Long Island to Have Three Courses 
Grouped on One Plot. 


Wholesale golf for the public will re- 
sult if the plans of William C. Freeman 
of 2 West Forty-fifth Street, who has 
interested a syndicate in the construc- 
tion of four eighteen-hole courses on an 
extensive estate on Long Island, thirty 
minutes’ ride from the Pennsylvania sta- 
tion, are successful.

The whole 
project will necessitate the expenditure 
of about $1,000,000, but the members of 
the syndicate believe there is enough in- 
terest in golf in and about New York to 
support the project.

Some sympathy 
has been expressed for these culprits 
because of their youth, and because 
they were trapped by a detective who 
pretended .to be. a confederate. But 
such sympathy is wasted. There is no 
other way to apprehend such crimi- 
nals, These men were old enough to 
know better, and their purpose was 
murder. ;

matter who so long as they attract 
attention .to, their .cause. and 2 
perpetual \fear ‘inthe eothmunity; is 
the’ avowed intention’ of the whdle 
destructive crew. Anarchy has. been 
on trial, and has been convicted. Some 
of its most Gangerous exponents were 
in. the *courtroom daily. “They have 
seen what. justice is, what the law can 
do. The jury saw fit to recommend 
mércy for the prisoners. But we. need 
a force ‘to make ‘anarchists ‘merciful 
to the law-abiding men, women, and 
children of. New York. 








VICTORIANO’S VISIT. 

There, is no show of resentment in 
this town. because: of the sudden and 
quite unexplained visit of ViCToRIANO 
Huerta, sometime Provisional Presi- 
dent and Dictator of the adjacent re- 
public, so called,.of México, and-less 
than a year ago scornfully defiant of 
the United States Government, which 
had seized the chief seaport of his coun- 
try, killed in a skirmish '150 or more 
of his fellow-citizens or subjects, and 
was assuredly instrumental thereafter 
in compelling him -to retire from office 
and seek safety in a foreign land: It 
is a few days more than a year since 
Colonel Hrnagosa, an officer of 
HUERTA’s army at Tampico, without 
provocation and in defiance of all 
usage, caused the arrest and impris- 
onment for.a short time of a Paymas- 
ter and some marines belonging to the 
United States ship Dolphin, who had 
gone ashore, in a launch ‘flying the 
American flag, to procure supplies. 
Rear Admiral Maro, commanding the 
United States naval squadron then in 
Tampico Harbor, demanded an apol-' 
ogy, the punishment of HrnaJosa, and 
a salute of the American flag. The 
incident . excited -interest ‘ throughout 
the world, but it did not excite HUvERTA, 
‘who played with the Washington Gov- 
ernment a few weeks, and, after the 
occupation of Vera:-Cruz, consentéd, in 
a half-hearted way, to accept the good 
offices proffered by the South Amer- 
ican republics, which led to. no result 
at all. The presence of United States 
troops at Vera°Cruz, however, helped 
the Mexican revolutionists, and Huerta 
was unable, after the middle of July, 
to hold on to his ill-gained placé. He 
departed by way. of Coatzacoalcos, and 
CARBAJAL, whom he graciously ap- 
pointed his successor, left soon after- 
ward, The United States flag has not 
yet been saluted. 

“Now, after a comparatively short 
sojourn in Europe, HUERTA comes to 
us in a cheerful and forgiving mood, 
without: a suspicion of rancor. Why 
do we welcome him.so amiably? Be- 
cause we are 4 great and magnanimous 
people, who cherish no rancors? \ Be- 
cause many -of us entertain a sort of 
admiration for this crafty old soldier, 
whose country since he left it has 
-heerPin a state: ‘bordering on anarchy?

WILLIAM R. NELSON. 
WruamM Rook#itn NELSON, who 
died yesterday morning, was.a news- 
paper owner and editor whose influ- 
ence was fet and acknowledged far 
beyond his immediate sphere of action. 
He was. far-seeing, broad-minded, and 
gifted with extraordinary skill for or, 
ganization. He was: patriotic and a 
man of firm convictions in which he 
never wavered. The great newspaper 
which he founded azd upbullt until it 
became a power for good in the land, 
The Kansas City Star, with which 
many years ago he. combined ‘The 
Kansas City Times, was widely ‘circu- 
lated in Missouri and Kansas and the 
neighboring States, and was justly re- 
nowned. Although it wasever local 
rather than national in ite character, 
as most of the prosperous newspapers 
of this country out of the larger cen- 
tres are, and the welfare of Kansas 
City was ever the uppermost thought 
in its founder’s mind, it was the kind 
of paper which no journalist in any 
part of the country, or in. any coun- 
try, for that matter, could take up 
without,strengthening his peste in his 

calling. 

_ For the development of Kansas City 
Mr. NELSon had accomplished much, 
through his large personal influence 
and through his newspaper. His suc- 
cess was the more. remarkable “be- 
cause he had not taken to journalism 
until he was 40 years old. In his ear- 
lier years he had. practiced law, had 
engaged in various business enter- 
prises, and had prospered. Probably 
the value of his wide and varied expe- 
riences more than offset the lack. of 
merely technical knowledge of news- 
paper making when he entered upon 
the calling, to which he devoted the 
remainder of his well-spent life. In 
his death the country has lost an emi- 
nent and noble citizen and journalism 
one of the best exemplars of the right 
kind of independence, courage, ability,

FOOL ‘QUESTIONS. 

Possibly a mistaken meaning is be- 
ing given in somé quarters to Colonel 
RoosEVELT’s recent impatient reply to 
a reporter who asked him if the Pro- 
gressives are going to rejoin. the Re- 
publican Party. -He characterized it 
as a “fool question.” Some of the 
comments that-are being made upon 
that reply take it for granted that 
Colonel RoosEVELT meant the idea of a 
reunion was 4“ fool” one. As Pro- 
gressives are everywhere doing that 
very thing, the Colonel knows that 
there is nothing foolish about the idea. 

What he meant, of.course,’ was that 
the reporter should have known better 
than to waste his time by asking ques- 
tions that were certain to remain un- 
answered. Colonel 'RoosEvELT is not 
in the habit of declaring his position 
on great public questions in .offhand 
answers to leading questions asked at 
railway stations or in hotel lobbies by 
casual strapgers. He will have. to 
make known his position on this par- 
ticular question sooner or later, but he 
never permits himself to’ be pushed, 
and no man in politics has a clearer 
appreciation of the most effective time 
and place to make a declaration. 








MONSIEUR BASSET. 

One result of the war is a change in 
the nationality of the dachshund. Ttie 
English people are dyed-in-the-wool 
dog lovers. They may talk less to 
their dogs than the French, but’ they 
also talk less to one another; they 
may joke-less with their dogs than the 
Germans and feed them less liberally 
on sweets and-coffee, but. that, too, is 
a matter of racial taste. What they 
really feel for their .dogs is intimate 
friendship, a deep, kindly-comprehen- 
sion of the canine point of view. One 
of the English papers recently printed 
an advertisement addressed to the 
“Soldiers at the Front,” notifying 
them that the R. 8. P. C. A. was pre- 
pared. to care for any dog they might 
have as a pet, and to send it home 
free of charge, including quarantine 
expenses in England. That is a little 
attention we ourselves hardly would 
have thought of, and it is a fair indj- 
cation of the English temper of mind, 
sentimentality, perhaps; but not to be 
got over. 

England, however, has been troubled 
about the dachshund. What a shagne, 
she thinks, that so kind, useful, and 
interesting a dog should be identified 
with the enemy of one’s country. Ex- 
perts on dogs started a discussion in 
the press a short time ago, and pres- 

ently there emerged the startling in- 
formation ‘that the dachshund is not a 
German but @ nch dog. ‘There are

BETHLEHEM STEEL. 

A bull market in stocks is extremely 
accommodating. It offers you the 
kind of goods you want—an investment 
that will not fluctuate, something safe 
@8/that may also go up, a speculation, 4 
gamble, or Bethlehem Steel’ shares. 
They come under the head of fancy 
stuff. At the beginning ‘of ‘the, year 
they were quoted at $46 each; yester- 
day they were at. one hour $155 and 
at another $125. The intrinsic value of 
the property represented is the same 
as last. year, when the stock moved 
between $30 and $45. It is possibly 
the most efficient, profitable, and self- 
contained steel plant’in .the country. 
It As, @ monument to the genius of 
CHARLES ‘M. Scouwas, who was one of 
CaRNEGIE’S young men and the first 
President of the United States Steel 
Corporation. He was not tempera- 
mentally suited té-the speculative at- 
mosphere of Wall Street, and when 
circumstances compelled him to return 
to the steel ‘business, to get down on 
the ground with it again, those. who 
knew him» and believed in him Were 
pleased. Year after year he put him- 
self and his money and much’ of his 
friends’ money into. the Bethlehem 
Steel: property, and. year after year 
Wall Street said that some day the 
stock would be very valuable, because 
it had Souwas behind it and because 
profits, instead of being ‘paid out in 
dividends, were reinvested in the busi- 
ness. The common stock has. never 
paid a dividend, yet the earnings would 
justify one. Last year knowing people 
began to buy it, and acquired it stead- 
ily,, and then suddenly, only a few 
weeks ago, the prices began to rise in 
a spectacular manner. There has been 
conjecture 6f German buying in order 
to get control and stop the. manufact- 
ure of arms for the Allies; it was 
thought for a few days that the stock 
was “cornered,” but the Stock Ex- 
change officially found that it wasn’t; 
there have been rumors of a contest 
for, control, of a bear interest being 
squeezed, and of a plan to declare a 
stock dividend to reimburse sharehold- 
ers for all’the profits they were obliged 
to forego in the past. In the mean- 
time, the behavior of the stock is the 
sensation of the day in Wall Street 
and scandalizes conservative senti- 
ment. A thing so well known and so 
long established ought not to plunge 
up and down 20 or 30 points a day. 





The total of common capital stock is 
only $15,000,000. That would be 150,- 
000 shares. The “floating supply,” 
accessible to speculators, is probably 
very small, perhaps less than 10 per 
cent. of the total, and always in such 
a case it is possible that the actual 
buying or selling of a small amount 
will greatly distort the price. But 
also, in such a case, there ceases to be 
any public reason for the shares to 
continue on the Stock Exchange list. 
That the amount of. Bethlehem Steel 
shares available for speculation is very 
small, perhaps only 10,000 or 15,000 
shares, contrasts very oddly with such 
transactions as 80,000 shares or more 
in one day *and more than 400,000 
shares in three weeks. The /specula- 
tion is not in the stock itself, but in its 
fluctuations, wherein is the point of 
the whole matter. _There is a lot of 
mere betting on price changes, with 
no intelligent relation either to the 
value of the property or to any event 
affecting its future that may be 
impending. Just the stock’s going up 
and down wildly in price attracts gam- 
bling. "The consequences are invaria- 
bly harmful.

Floating Anchors for Submarines.

I am not an expert in naval affairs, but the | 


loss of the F-4 submarine convinces me that 
some equipment as herein described might 
preserve life in such accidents, 

Let the submarine have a small compagt- 
ment on the deck in which would be kept a 
buoy of proper size with a long wire rope or 
cable attached, In case of accident, such as 
that to the F-4, this buoy could be released 
and would rise to the surface with its rope 
or wire cable fasténed to the boat at its 
lower end. Rescuers could thus locate the 
submarine and by means pf the cable and 
auxiliary cables of their own, whiich might 
slide Gown the submarine’s cable to a catch 
or hook on ‘the deck, could .raise the boat 
to the surface. All ships carry anchors with 
cable enough to reach the bottom, the sub- 
marine could reverse this and carry a buoy 
with cable ehough to reach the surface.

Gould Sold His Holdings. 


Justice Dowling pointed out that Mr. 
Gould, just before the Wabash receiver- 
ship, had gold all of his Wabash stock 
except just enough to qualify him as a 
Director. His holdings had amounted 
to 11,275 shares of common stock and 


9,929 preferred. Mr. Gould sold his 
bonds, too,.of which he had held about 
$570,000. Justice Dowling stated : 


That the matter was not handled with 
such good faith as the defendants claimed 
is indicated by the fact that the surplus of 
$22,000,000 in the new securities was cov- 
ered up by a bookkeeping entry in the an- 
nual report of the Wabash Railroad Com- 
pany for the year ended June 30, 1907, by 
which an increase in the cost of road 
and equipment was indicated as $22,460, - 
757.81, whereas in fact the only increase 
actually made in that item for such year 
was $306,085.53... The difference between 
these sums is about the difference in the 
old and new securities issued for the re- 
funding, 

Regarding the previous decision, in 
which Mr. Pollitz’s claim was limited to 
individual relief, Justice Dowling held: 


The Court of Special Term proceeded to 
hold that, inasmuch ag no other stock- 
holder save plaintiff had’ endeavored to 
come in and take advantage of the suit or 
objected to the plan of exchange, they must 
be deemed to have acquiesced therein and 
to have no opportunity of reimbursing 
themselves by means of the accounting, 
and it was therefore concluded that the 
plaintiff was entitled to such benefit as an 
accounting would give him, namely, to 
relieved from the operation of the plan and 
be reimbursed for the actual value of his 
stock, . together with interest and costs. 


For such relief and for the judgment car- 
ried into effect no justification can be 
found. This is not an individual action 
brought by the plaintiff to recover his 
own damages, for such an action he could 
not sustain, This is a representative action. 
A formal order is expected within a 

few days. After it is filed the defend- 
ants will have sixty days within which 





to appeal. Mr. Pierce, whose firm acted 
as attorneys in the suit, said yesterday 
that no plans could be announced yet.

A rather peculiat statement of condi- 
tions is contained in the following news- 
paper dispatch ‘taken from The Galves- 
toh News, Which comes from Stamford, 
in Jones County, Texas: 

There is @ great deal of cotton in ‘the 
compress yet and on the platform of the 
compress. This is a very unusual sight for 
this time of the year. Usually the com- 
press is shut down long before this time 
of the year, — new it is running on full 
time, = & great deal of cotton in 
the fields and itis asserted that 
some few fields have never had a picker 
in them owing to the scarcity of help in 
that line. 

It s¢ems quite likely that the strength 
of the market yesterday was due to the 
anticipation that today’s report fromm 
the Census Bureau on Supply and Dis- 
tribution might be bullish. This. will 
give the. consumption for American 
mills during March and will compare 
with a domestic conaymption of lint 
cotton during March last year of 493,- 
854 bales. The February consumption 
showed a. slight gain over last season, 
and a further gain in today’s report 
would confirm the bullish position that 
a@ big-consumption is in progress. 

Some interest is being taken in the 
outlook for deliveries on May contracts. 
They are not expected to be heavy, and 
it is believed that all tenders will be 
promptly taken care of,

Charles A. Miller, representing the 
Savings Bank Association, said that the 
bill would affect the 3,000,000. depositors 
in the banks represented in the associa- 
tion harder than anybody else. 

‘The average savings -of our de- 
positors are but $400,’’ said Mr. Miller. 
“Tf you impose this tax the market 
value of securities which we can hold 
will be materially decréased. One thing 
is probable—it will put an end to the 
payment of interest on the savings of 
the poor at the rate of 4yper cent.’ 

John B. Price, representing the trust 
companies, said that the passage of the 
Mills bill would send carloads of securi-

PARK LAND FOR SUBWAY. 


Bill Would Take a Strip of Zoologi- 
cal Garden, Giving Another. | 


Special to The New York Times, 

ALBANY, April 13.—A bill, intro- 
duced ‘by Assemblyman Hoff of Brook- 
lyn and passed in the Assembly today, 
would grant a narrow strip of Bronx 
Park property for subway purposes. 
The strip is five to six blocks long, ap- 
proximately, from Unionport Road to a 
point. opposite the intersection of Van 
Buren Street and Morris Park Avenue! 

Assemblyman Hoff said tonight: 

“The strip it is. proposed to take 
measures about 112,000 square feet.. The 
park ;would receive in return a triangu- 
lar plot measuring 115,400 square feet, 
which now makes a dent in the park’s 
line.’’ 


The occasion, for the bill is the dif- 
ficulty encountered in the construction 
of the White Plains, Road extension of 
the subway past Bronx Park. Near 
Unionport ad the line has to go be- 
tween the right-of- of the New 
York, Westchester & ston Railroad 
and the park, and there is not enough 
specs there. Under these circumstances 
the commission suggested an exchange 
of a semi-circular parcel of ground it 
had bought between the subway. tracks 
and the park for the needed strip of 
park land. This would add to the 
ease of operating the new subway line, 
as it would allow the construction on 
an embankment of a siding, which 
would be of value in handling the 
erowds ,that come to Bronx Park on 
fine days in Summer. ~ 

For a time the commission thought 
the. park authorities would assent to 
the exchange willingly, but recently 
considerable opposition has sprung up, 
and it has been contended that the 
construction of the subway through this 
corner would necessitate she sacrifice 
of some valuable pin-oak So Park 
Commissioner Whittle has chown a dis- 
ee to refuse assent to the siding 


roject. 

PIWhile opposition in the Bronx to the 
commission’s plan is considerable, some 
civic organizations are likely to aid it. 
The Bronx Board of Trade will support 
the commission in the negotiations with 
the borough and city authorities.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Took Long to Settle Whether Sul- 
phur Was Crude or Refined. 


Several years ago the firm of George 
S. Bush & Co. imported’ some sulphur 
from Japan. What rate of duty should 
be paid on it was not decided until yes- 
terday, when Judge McClelland, for the 











Board of General Appraisers, settled it, 
Meanwhile, a lot of things nappened. In 
January, 1912, for instance, a commis- 
sion was issued to take testimony in 
Japan, but, as the commission was not 
returned a year later, the matter was 
replaced on the calendar for trial. On 
Sept. 13, 1913, a second commission to 
take testimony was issued, and it also 
failed to return. Finally, on Dec. 2, 
1914, the case was heard and submitted 
for decision at the Port of San Fran- 
cisco. The question was whether the 
sulphur, which was in powder form, 
was crude or refined. There was only 
one witness and he was for the im- 
porters. He said the material had been 
powdered from lump sulphur, but ad- 
mitted it was known in the trade as 
powdered refined sulphur. Judge Mc- 


Clelland overruled the importers’ prvo- 
test and affirmed the Collector at Port 


Townsend, who had assessed the article D 


at $4 per ton. 

In the case of an importation of sperm 
oil at Seattle, the question was one of 
quantity. Th he Government weigher 
stated the amount to be 7304.7 lons. 
The importer, C. D. Soule, insisted it 
was only 7174.5 gallons. Judge May, 
who rendered the decision of the Ap- 
praisers’ Board yesterday, said iite 
weight on which the number of gallons 
was based, as ascertained by the Gov- 
ernment weigher, was not conclusive, 
“but the strong presumption is in fa- 
vor of its correctness, and where that 
is called in question by protest the bur- 
den of proving that the weight thus as- 
certained is incorrect, and what is tho 
exact correct weight rests with the 
protestant and must be established by 
competent evidence.’’ Ex parte state- 
ments, even if sworn to, he held to be 
insufficient, and, therefore, overruled 
the protest. , 

George Borgfeldt & Co. of this city 
imported wood beads, loose or loosely 
strung, on wiiich Collector Malone irm- 
posed a duty of 35 per cent. under the 
tariff paragraph relating to beads.

SHERMAN LAW SUIT FAILS. 


Indictments ‘Against Merritt & 


Chapman Company Dismissed. 


Judge Neterer in the Federal District 
Court yesterday upheld the demurrer 
which Henry A. Wise and E. B. Baldwin 
had interposed .to the Sherman law in- 
dictment of the Merritt & Chapman Der- 
rick & Wrecking Company and Isaac BD. 
Chapman and William L. Chapman. 
They were charged with having con- 
spired to monopolize the business of 
lighterage and similar transportation for 
railroad and steamship companes in and 
around New York Harbor. and the 
waters of the adjoining Atlantic States. 

The court in dismissing the indict- 
ment followed the recent decision of the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
in the Sixth Distfict in the National 
Cash Register. case. In that, it was 
held that.all the defendants to a Sher- 
man law indictment for conspiracy must 
have been connected definitely th the 
conspiracy ,by some acts or series of 
acts within the period stated in the in- 
dictment, and within the iod required 
by the statpite of limitations.
